The man, said to be a disbarred 
attorney with a knowledge of phar- 
macy, was described ag being “quite 
capable of the Lindbergh crime.” 

Sources close to the Governor said 
the suspect rented an empty house— 
which he never used—about March 
1, 1932, when the Lindbergh baby 
was kidnaped. 

He also was reported to have pos- 
sessed large amounts of money just 
after April 2, 1932, when the Lfnd- 
bergh ransom was paid. 

This man also is-said to have

S SET FOR TODAY 


Open Violation In All 
Sections of Georgia To 
Be Cited Before Judge. 


Charges that liquor is being openly 
gold in every section of the .state 
and that arrest for possession and sale 
of whisky in Atlanta are in violation 
of the United States constitution will 
be made this morning in Fulton su- 
perior court by Attorney Retben Gar- 
land as the habeas corpus yetition of 
Morris W. Dorsey comes up before 
Judge B. D. Thomas. 

Dorsey’s action is another attack on 
the state prohibition law, it being 
contended that the law was outright 
repealed by the Governor when he 
sigffed the alcoholic beverage control 
act last year. 

Garland said he will file an amend- 
ment to the habeas corpus action this 
morning before the hearing is sched- 
uled to begin at 9 o'clock, elaborating 
his contention that Dorsey was dis- 
criminated against and did not receive 
full protection of the law for his 
person and property when he was ar- 
rested and convicted earlier this 
month of sale and possession of 


whisky. 
To Cite Amendment. 

The lawyer will cite the 14th amend- 
ment of the United States cOnstitu- 
tion which provides for the equal pro- 
tection of the law to all men for their 
ropert 
. As whisky is openly sold in bars 
and hotels in Savannah, Columbus, 
Augusta and even in Atlanta, Garland 
will declare that the law may be in- 
terpreted to be in effect but is cer-| 
tainly not being enforced . equally

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NN CRASH OF PLANE 
NEAR MEXICO CHT 


motored Ship Miss Fire; 
Prince, Princess and 
Baron in List of Dead. 


AMECAMECA! Mexico, March 26. 
()—Fourteen persons,, including a 
German prince and a German prin- 
cess, died today when the huge tri- 
motored airplane in which they were 
riding crashed on the rocky “saddle” 
between two volcanoes. 

Ten of the victims were European 
tourists, among them Adolf Prince 
Schaumburg-Lippe and _ Elisabeth 
Princess Schaumburg-Lippe. The four 
others were an aviation official and 
three crew members. 

Hurtling down on the snow-clad 
bridge between the volcanoes of Popo- 
catepet! and Iztlacihuatl, the plane 
scattered its wreckage over the moun- 
tainous plateau, caught fire and burn- 
ed. The bodies of the passengers and 
crew were seared beyond recognition. 

The plane was owned by the Com- 
pania Mexicana De Aviacion. Offi- 
cials said it was the worst crash in 
Bthe history of aviation in Mexico. 

8 Germans Aboard Ship. 

The Hamburg-American line, which 
brought the tourists to this country, 
said eight of the dead passengers of 
the plane were Germans, one a Hun- 
garian and one an Austrian, They 
reached Vera Cruz March 20 aboard 
the Iberia.

FIGHTING SPREADS 
NN MONGOLIA AREA 


Japanese, Manchoukuoan 
Troops Seeking To Cap« 
ture Post on Frontier: 


MOSCOW, March 26.—(f)—Fight- 
Soviet-Manchoukuo border spread to- 
day to the frontier of outer Mongolia, 
where cannon and airplanes were 
brought into play in a_ series of 
clashes. 

Soviet press advices said Japanese 
and Manchoukouan forces were. con- 
centrating along the frontier near 
Norin lake, with the evident purpose 
of renewing their alleged attempt to 
capture a Mongolian frontier post from 
which they were forced back today. . 

At dawn, the Japanese and Man- 
choukuoans were said to have *occu- 
pied the border position after crossin 
the Howsingo river. They remaine 
until afternoon, then withdrew to 
Manchoukuoan territory after Mon- 
golian planes maneuvered over: their 
position, the dispatehes said. 

In the battle which preceeded seizure 
of the post, it was stated, the Japa- 
nese used two cannon, and the Mon- 
golians, outnumbered, were foreed to 
retreat seven kilometers (nearly 4 1-2 
miles) to a-ravine north of Norin 
lake. 

On Wednesday, soviet accounts said, 
Japanese and Manchoukuoan soldiers 
crossed the ffontier near Shaghas and 
opened. fire on a Mongolian detach- 
ment which drove them back across 


the border after a lively engagement. 
The encounters of the past two 
days followed a period of relative calm 
on the outer Mongolian frontier. Ne- 
gotiations had been going on recently

Revealed by Slayer in Testimony 


Flanagan Tells of Refusal To Join Petty Racket, of Own 
Slashed Throat and of Hushed Battles Among 
& Convicts for Control.

A stumbling, halting tale of terror- 
ism within the walls of the Atlanta 
federal penitentiary was drawn from 
20-year-old Homer Flanagan jyester- 
day as he pleaded to a jury in United 
States district court yesterday that he 
slew Russell Smith, another convict, 
in defense of his own life. 
Quiet, undercover replicas of gang 
wars that exist in the outside world 
develop in the federal government's 
city ef criminals, on the ontskirte of 
Atlanta, with convict menacing con- 
vict in hushed battles for control of 


ing clique, silently, but just as sure- 
ly, as they did in the criminal wars 
that landed them inside the jail. 

A sandwich-selling gang had devel- 
oped in the prison hospital, Flanagan 
said on the stand. Smith tried to 
force him to join the petty mobsters 
who were fixing up sandwiches out of 
scraps from the hospital kitchen and 
peddling them to other less fortunate 
convicts for cigarete or what-have-you. 

Refused Participation.

EDEN WARNS REICH 
IQ EASE SITUATION 


rd George, . in Com- 
~mons Address, Raps 
Britain’s Debt Default. 


LONDON, March 26—(4)—An- 
thony Eden, foreign secretary of Great 
Britain, ealled upon Germany, anew 
to “do. something to allay the anxie- 
ties of Europe” today in a reaffirma- 
tion of Great Britain’s obligations un- 
der the Locarno treaty in house of 
commons’ debate. 

This reaffirmation means that 
Great Britain. continues to fight for 
France and Belgium if they are at- 
tacked by Germany. 

But in. the strongest speech he has 
made since becoming foreign secretary, 
Eden asserted: “It is fantastic to 
suggest that we be tied to the chariot 
wheels of this or that foreign coun- 
try.” 

He said any new German pro- 
posals, which he declared were neces- 
sary, will be. given a full and fair 
hearing by Britain. France, he de- 
manded, must have an open mind as 
well. Germany, he, disclosed, hae re- 
fused to guarantee not to fortify the 
Rhineland. 

The speech surprised political quar- 
ters by its strong talk to France as 
well as to Germany. 

“I do not intend to approach the 


problems of the immediate future with da 


the idea of being bound by divergent 
polices ait either to France or Ger: any,” 
asserted 

“Our policy is the covenant and our 
membership in the League of Nations. 
We know our obligations and we are 
prepared to fulfill them, but what is 
uppermost in the minds of the great 
mass of people in this country is that 
we must persist in our search for 
peace on an enduring foundation.” 

The recent arno proposals, he 
told a packed ouse, came when 
“peace was in the balance,” and he 
felt these proposals allayed the “im- 
mediate prospects of steps being taken 
which might have led to war.” 

Eden, speaking from notes, said if 
success is to crown the coming nego- 
tiations, Germany must be ready to 
make a contribution.

HITLER STRESSES 
GERMANY'S POWER 


Der Fuehrer Claims Na- 
tion Strong Enough To 
Take What She Wants. 


LEIPZIG, Germany, March 26.— 
(?)—Germany, now that she has an 
army and an air fleet, can get what 
she wants through her own might, 
Adolf Hitler assérted tonight. 

She no longer depends upon “chance 
or a gift from the League of Na- 
tions,” the reichsfuehrer said in his 
ninth election speech prepatatory to 
the selection of a new reichstag Sun- 


y. 
Pointing with pride to the nazi 
record of the last three years, Hitler 
said anyone today would have to ad- 
mit that four or‘ five — ago he 
did not believe it possible to obtain 
so many objectives in so short a 
time. 

“Ohe could not believe then that 
today we would have once again an 
army, an air fleet and full sovereignty 
over German soil.” 

The world, Hitler continued, had 
got into the habit of telling Germany 
what to do but, “I told it it was not 
to be our judge. 

“When it would cite to me, then I 
would say: 

“You regard it so but I regard it 
in another way. I alone am respon- 
sible for the German people. 

“‘T preach an eternal moral—you 
stick to paragraphs and the letter of 
the law. You speak in the name of 
an outlaw law court—I speak in the 
name of an eternal peoples’ court.’” 
General Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 


ler had accomplished snough already 
to make him “the _steatest man in 
all German history.” 

The campaign’s windup begins to 
tomorrow when Hitler makes a “peace 
appeal from the arms foundry of the 
German people,” the huge Krupp 
works at Essen.

A revenue program intended to pro- 
duce Searly $800,000,000. for federal

Branding the proposal -™ politi 
camouflage,” Representativé Tread- 
way, republican, Massachusetts, rank- 
ing ‘minority member of the comiit- 
tee, said the suggested taxes would 
indirectly “soak the poor in the worst 
fashion of any suggested bill that ever 
bas been before the country.” 

Another republican committeeman, 
Representative Reed, of New York, 
asserted “the program is a vindictive 
attack on business in general.” 

The committee agreed to hold its 
hearings, starting Monday, on a re- 
port of a subcommittee recommendifig 
chiefly a new form of corporation 
taxes hased on proportions of income 
withheld from distribution and a 
“windfall” levy on unpaid, or refund- 
ed AAA processing taxes. 

Subject to Alteration. 

Chairman Doughton, democrat, 
North Carolina, emphasized that the 
committee had approved the report 
for purposes of hearings and its sug- 
gestions were subject to alteration. 

The report ignored President Roose- 
velt’s suggestion for new processing 
taxes on a broader base. 

The new corporation tax is estimat- 
ed to yield $591,000,000 annually of 
additional government revenue and the 
“windfall” tax a temporary $100,00U,- 
000. By temporary continuation of 
capital stock and exeess profits taxes, 
and by taxing dividends received by 
foreigners from stock in American 
corporations, the subcommittee pro- 
posed to bring in $83,000,000 and $25,- 
000,000, respectively. i 

The treasury announced that gov- 
ernment income for the current fiscal 
year had crossed the $3,000,000,000 
line. March 24 collections pushed the 
total to $3,035,000,000, against $2,- 
812.000,000 for the comparable period 
of the last fiscal year. 

Expenditures to date have reached 
$5,217,000,000, leaving a deficit of 
$2.182.000,000. 

In the final draft of its. report, the 
subcommittee made only minor changes 
in the corporation tax.plan. As the 
schedules now stand. corporations 
with net income of $10,000, would 
pay taxes ranging from 1 per cent 
on their total earnings if 10 per cent 
were undistributed, moving up to 29.7

Banana Salad Bowl. 

Wash and dry carefully one or more 
varieties of fresh, crisp greens such as 
romaine, lettuce, water¢tress, endive, 
escarole, or beet tops. Chop them if 
you like. Rub a salad. bowl on the 
inside with onion or cut clove or gar- 
lic if desired, and arrange greens at- 
tractively in it. Garnish the greens 
with celery curls, radish roses or long 
thin strips of cafrot to add color. 
Slices or long strips of ripe banana 
will blend with any of the ingredients 
and give a delicious flavor. Just 
before serving add a tart French 
dressing and toss the contents of the 
bowl gently until every piece is glis- 
tening with dressing. 

French Dressing.

Mix the dry ingredients, put with 
vinegar and oil in-a bottle and shake 
Serve im- 
mediately. 

Curry Dressing. 

To French dressing (given above) 
add 1-2 teaspoon curry powder, 1 tea- 
spoon grated onion, 1 teaspoon minced 
parsley, and 1 teaspoon grated lemon 
rind. Shake well before serving. .

Frozen Fruit Salad, 
_ One cup diced :pineapple, 1 cup 
diced peaches, 1 qup diced pears, 1-2 
cup red cherries, 2-3 eup whipped 
cream, 1-2 cup salad dressing. 

Mix and freeze ingredients.’ Un- 
mold and se#¥e on lettuce. Top with 
more dressing. 

_ Orange Ambrosia Salad. 

Dip 4 or 5 orange slices in slightly 
warmed honey. Then dip both sides 
of slices in coconut. Arrange on a 
bed of lettuce and garnish with dots 
of canned or maraschino cherry pieces. 

Fruit Salad Ring. 

Two pounds cottage cheese, 2 table- 
spoons plain gelatin, 1-2 cup water 
(cold). 

Combine gelatin and water. Dis- 
solve it over boiling water. Cool. 
Add mixture to cottage cheese that 
has been forced through a potato ricer 
or sieve. Park into greased ring mold 
and chill until firm. Unmold and 
serve with favorite fruit salad in cen- 
ter. 


Remove a stice from the stem ends 
of 8 lTarge tomatoes and scoop out 
the centers. Chill the tomatoes. 

Mix 2 1-2 cups: diced cooked ham 
with 1 1-4 cup chopped celery, 4 chop- 
ped pickles, 1-2 green pepper and the 
meaty parts from the tomatoes.

Cut eggs in halves. lengthwise, re- 
move yolks and mash to a paste with 
a little cream or mayonnaise. Season 
well with salt, pepper and paprika.

Spinach Salad. 

Wash and pick over carefully 3 
pounds of spinach leaves. Soak in 
cold ‘water until] all the sand has 
been taken off. Put them in a pan 
with a little cold water and bring 
quickly te a boil, Drain well and 
chill thoroughly. Put in a salad bowl 
1 teaspoon dry mustard, some salt.

LOOSE BEAM IS BLAMED 
FOR AUDITORIUM CRASH 


Five Workmen Battle for 
Lives as WPA Probes 
Tragedy. | 


As doctors at Grady hospital bat- 
tled to save the lives of five work- 
men injured in the collapse of a por- 
tion of the roof of the city auditorium 
Wednesday while it was under con- 
struction, officials of the WPA yes- 
terday conducted a searching investi- 
gation into the cause of the accident 
which took one life. . 

A detailed repart giving findings of 
the investigating body will be made 
public today, Robert C. Watkins, dis- 
trict WPA director, said last night. | 

It has been definitely determined, 
Mr. Hall said, that a steel girder, or 
I-beam, which supported the ill-fated 
section of the roof, moved out of ,its 
place, sending the roof and six work- 
men hurtling to the basement 80 feet 
below as their horrified companions 
looked on. 

At Grady hospital, attaches describ- 
ed the condition of Marvin A. Screws 
and Ernest Garner. two of the work- 
men, as critical. James Dutton, Al- 
bert Walker and Johnnie Butler, 1/- 
year-old negro, were reported still in 
a serious condition. Horace Wade, 
of 207 Mills street, died shortly after 
the accident Wednesday afternoon at 
Grady hospital. 

The report to be made today on 
the cause of the crash will reveal 
that the section of the roof which 
gave way was constructed after the 
main building was put up, and was 
used as a secondary roof to shelter 
the large organ in the old auditorium, 
officials said. It was well behind the 


sons in the audience if Wednesday's 
accident should have occurred when 
the auditorium was in use, WPA in- 
vestigators disclosed. 

The section that collapsed was con-| 


structed of steel girders, steel laths. 


and wooden beams. -

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FULTON COUNTY LOAN 
INUNCTION 1S SOUGHT 


Taxpayer Files Friendly Suit 
To Test Validity of 
Borrowing. 


A friendly petition for an injunc- 
tion to restrain Fulton county com- 
missioners from borrowing $2,050,000 
from four Atlanta banks because of 
the lack of a state appropriation bill 
was filed yesterday afternoon in Ful- 
ton superior court by Charles A. 
Mayer, described as a taxpayer. 

Judge Virlyn B. Moore granted a 
temporary injunction against the com- 
missioners and set the case for hear- 
ing Saturday morning. 

It was understood that a _ three- 
judge tribunal will sit on the case, 
which will probably be postponed un- 
til early next week. 

Attorney James A. Branch filed the 
suit for Mayer, who is a merchant 
here. 

Mayer’s petition declares the loan 
of $2,050,000 to the county will be 
illegal because the state has no ap- 
propriation bill, the legislature having 
adjourned sine die without passing the 
act last year. 

As the loaff to the county is based 
on promissory notes of the commis- 
sioners to repay the amount from in- 
coming taxes by September, Mayer as- 
serts it cannot be legally made be- 
cause the county cannot legally levy 
taxes when there is no state appro- 
priation bill. 

The taxpayer, whose suit is spon- 
sored by the banks, declared that the 
county levy is based on the amount 
of the state levy each year and that 
the state in 1936 can make no levy 
without an appropriation bill on 
which to base it. 

The petition for the injunction sets 
forth that the state can make a levy 
for a $100,000 sinking fund for bond- 
ed indebtedness, and that it may pos- 
sibly be constitutionally able to make 
another levy for the fixed salaries of 
certain state officials, but it adds that 
the revenue from state income taxes 
will be more than adequate to care 
for such items. 

Except by grand jury action a coun- 
ty cannot place a levy to exceed by 
more than 100 per cent of the state 
levy, the suit declares. The grand 
jury, which may raise the total excess 


to 150 per cent, has not

J. A. Ragsdale, Edwin F. Johnson, 
Ed L. Almand and George F. Lon- 
gino, commissioners named in the in- 
junction plea, have previously said it 
was their opinion that the county will 
be able to borrow the necessary 
money for county operating expenses. 

Attorney Branch reiterated yester- 
day as he filed the suit that it is a 
friendly action taken by Mayer as a 
taxpayer to clear up doubts as to the 
legality of the county operating loan. 

Fulton county has the right by con- 
stitutional amendment to levy addi- 
tional taxes for certain purposes, out- 
side and not including, current and 
operating expenses for the year, it 
was pointed out in the suit. 

However, Mayer contends, the coun- 
ty by these taxes can raise no more 
than $350,000. This will come from 
such levies as for schools, sanitation 
and police. Warrants will be issued 
against this revenue which is not af- 
fected by the lack of an appropria- 
tion bill. 

Mayer denies in his suit that the 
commissioners have the power and 
authority to levy taxes “to pay legal 
indebtedness of the county, due or to 
become due during the year or past 
due.” The board members, he said, 
contend this phrase from the consti- 
tution empowers them to levy taxes 
for operating expenses but Mayer as- 
serts that the proposed loan of 
$2,050,000, if made, will not be an 
“accumulated indebtedness,” and there- 
fore the loan would be illegal. 

Mayer petitioned the court to re- 
strain the commissioners permanent- 
ly from making any loans or issuing 
any notes of Fulton county to any 
lender in a similar situation.

Sketching dramatically the events 
of 1914 Lloyd George, his white hair 
shaking, declared with bitter irony

“Mr. Baldwin went to the United 
States and signed a treaty to pay so 
much a year off our debt,” he con- 
tinued, “but Great Britain is not do 
ing that. Why, it is an essential prin- 
ciple of the law of nations that no 
power liberate itself from engage 
ments of'a treaty nor 
ulations nage except wi

was a greater crime, “his great 
offense was that in the inflammatory 
condition of Europe he should have 
committed so reckless an act.” ; 
Sir Austen Chamberlain defended 
Britain's obligations with the United 
States: “No person or country can 
be bound to fulfill the ” he 
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were with him constantly, it was 
shown by Hal Lindsay, attorney for 
Flanagan. But the blow-up came and 
Smith’s death resulted. 

Both sides closed their cases yester- 
day and Assistant District Attorney 
M. Neil Andrews argued for half an 
hour for the state. This morning, 
Lindsay will argue for the defense and 
United States Attorney Lawrence S. 
Camp will close for the prosecution. 

The government is demanding an 
unqualified verdict of murder in the 
first degree. Hal Lindsay, pleading 
self-defense for Flanagan, will argue 
justifiable homicide. 

The case will go to the jury this 
morning with the problem of deter- 
mining what version of the mysterious 
murder in the penitentiary is the 
most plausible and credble and whether 
Flanagan slew Smith in cold blood, 
whether an unaccountable mania led 
him to a savage attack, or whether 
he slew in defense of his own life, 
already menaced once when his head 
was almost chopped from hie body 
by an unknown assailant for an un- 
accountable reason. 

Bad Blood Existed. 

None of the witnesses has put his 
finger on the real cause of the feud 
between Flanagan, and Smith. All 
they seem to know is that bad blood 
existed between the two men and, ac- 
cording to the evidence, every prison- 
er in the pen was expecting some 
bloody end to the fend. 

In the- parade of fellow prisoners 
who told their version of the affair, 
little more than bare facts were elicted 
by questioning and cross-examination. 
The prisoners’ code ‘ruled over the 
courtroom. Not one was talkative. 
Sa jury’s problem is which to be- 
ieve. 

“Russell Smith is not here to talk 
for himself,” pointed out Neil An- 
drews. “He has been tried, sentenced 
and executed by this one man—Homer 
Flanagan. He can’t defend himself.” 

The witnesses that Hal Lindsay 
summoned from among the prisoners 
were more plentiful than the govern- 
ment’s, they were more exact in their 
descriptions ; oddly, all on the defense 
side had been standing behind the two 
men when the murder occurred and 
saw it from beginning to end while all 
the government witnesses were stand- 
ing in a lineup in front of the two 
men and turned only when they heard 
the sounds of the scuffle to see the 
last phases of the battle as Flanagan 
plunged a knife into Smith’s ribs. 
Smith, after the stabbing. fled to the 
hogpital where he died after 10 days 
without a word of accusation or ex- 
planation. 

Testimony Conflicts. 

No one, so far, has told just what 
were the beginnings of the feud. The 
prisoners who have testified for the 
defense all agreed that Smith had at- 
tacked Flanagan; the government 
witnesses testified that Flanagan at- 
tacked Smith. 

Shifty and cagey, these prisoners 
told their stories briefly. The lingo 
of the penitentiary added to the color 
of their slim narratives. As District 
Attorney Lawrence Camp thundered 
his demands for their reasons in re- 
fusing to talk when they were ques- 
tioned by government investigators, 
each prisoner showed without words 
that a government agent is the last 
person that a convict would select for 
confidences. 

Bryan Conway, intimate of Flana- 


gan, admitted that he had told gov-, 


sus- 
picion. I tried to get a lawyer but 
they wouldn’t let me have one.” 
Conway was in for murder. 

At Robert Conway, no relative of 
Bryan, Camp thundered: : 
“Do you know what a rat is?” 
Conway, who had been about to 
leave the stand, slipped back into his 
chair and faced Camp squarely. 

“Yes, a rat is just as low down as 
a man could be.” 

“T asked you what a rat is?” shout- 
ed Camp. 

“A rat is a man who would snitch 
on a fellow convict.” 

Code of Silence. 

Convicts class fellow convicts whe 
testify for the government against an- 
other convict as “rats,” regardless 
of the depravity of the crime com- 
mitted by their comrade. Convicts 
must stick together, according to the 
prison code, regardless. They must 
settle their quarrels among them- 
selves; either inside of jail, or out- 
side, after the time is up. 

Maurisco Littrell, another convict, 
who gave the only story of the stab- 
a. from beginning to end, was

“Did you go to Deputy Warden 
Schoen to tell him what you know?” 

Littrell, shrugging his shoulders as 
though such a movement was unbe- 
lievable, answered quiétly: 

“Of course not.” 

Herman Kabansky, a lifer who 
served 22 years in the pen here un- 
til the murder caused his removal to 
safety at Leavenworth, presented a 
brutal spectacle of what life in a 
prison does to a man’s mind. 

His voice was hollow; his re 
sponses slow and unintelligent to a 
degree that disputed the expense of 
bringing him here from Leavenworth 
as a witness. He was bewildered and 
seemed undecided when he was! 
brought into court as to whether he 
should sit on the floor at the feet of 
the jury or at the feet of the lawyers. 
Since 1914, before the World War, 
his life has been limited to the bleak 
confines of the penitentiary. His ex- 
cursion to Lavenworth and back again 
to Atlanta as a witness has been his 
only contact with the outside world. 
Physically, he was vigorous and his 
skin was healthy and his eyes were 
clear; but dull answers to ques- 
tions showed a mind decayed through 
disuse. 

Flanagan, on the stand, described 
himself as 20 years old and a criminal 
since he was 14. He first robbed a 
drug store and a filling station; was 
pardoned by the Governor of Texas 
and is in Atlanta now for stealing 
an automobile. 

His aged mother sat by, quietly 
sobbing behind a handkerchief, as he 
described himself as one of eight chil- 
dren. He has two brothers and five 
sisters. 

Slowly, Lindsay drew from him his 
refusal to join in the sandwich-sell- 
ing racket in the hospital where he 
was detailed as an orderly. He has 
a boyish voice, but crime and the 
ravages of prisons are imprinted in 
his face.

The announcement by the board 
of county commissioners of Lump- 
kin county, of which Dahlonega is 
the county seat, that the county 
government will be operated this 
year without the levying of taxes, 
is a Striking instance of what can 
be accomplished through business- 
like direction of the public busi- 
ness.

off. Money that is now being 
poured in an inexcusably large vol- 
ume down the tax funnel could be:

Italians try to move their mountain 
artillery up to some new position, the 
Ethiopians get into action. There is 
no mass attack, but hidden. bunches 
of sharp-shooters and snipers pick 
away individual Italian soldiers and 
laborers. Many an Italian cannon 
lies hopelessly smashed in the gorges 
of Tigre. ost of these gun move- 
ments are done by night, but not all.

“The people of the Empire, more 
than 485,000,000 of them, are as di- 
versified as the geography of the col- 
onies. They run the gamut of races, 
colors and creeds, and the whole range 
of civilization. A meeting, made up 
of one person of each racial and sub- 
racial type living under the protec- 
tion of the British flag, probably 
would represent a more complete 
cross section of the peoples’ of the 
world than could be brought together 
by any other nation. 

Growth Following World War. 

“Geographically, the British Em- 
pire both expanded and contracted 
pring the reign of King George V. 

ollowing the World War protector- 
ates and mandates totaling more 
than 973,000 square miles and near- 
ly 10,800,000 population were added 
to British domain. The reign of 
George V, therefore, was exceeded 
only by that of Queen Victoria as a 
period of territorial expansion for the 
British. 

“The principal additions were the 
former German colonies of German 
East Africa (now Tanganyika), South- 
west Africa, New Guinea, West Cam- 
eroons, West Togoland, and Western 
Samoa,and the former Turkish territory 
of Iraq, Palestine, and Trans-Jordan. 
Technically Southwest Africa was 
made a mandate of the Union of South 
Africa, the former German parts of 
New Guinea an Australian mandate, 
and Western Samoa a New Zealand 
mandate, but the Union Jack flies 
over each. 

The most significant internal change 
made during the reign of King George 
V. was the granting of dominion 
status to the Lrish Free State, Cana- 
da, Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, allowing them many of the 
righte and liberties enjoyed by inde- 
pendent nations. Britain thus became 
a commonwealth of nations, rather 
than.an empire in the old sense. Iraq, 
Turkish territory that became a Brit- 
ish mandate following the World War 
was granted complete independence in 
1930. 

“These internal changes made a 
difference in the American ecene. In 
Washington three new legations—the 
Canadian, the Irish Free State and 
the South African—put in an appear- 
ance, and began to play a part in in- 
ternational affairs. Following the 
World War Egypt was divorced, 
through British assistance, from Turk- 
ish influences, and, in 1924, an Egyp- 
tian legation was opened in Washing- 
ton.

But 
half of the native rulers must approve 
the constitution before it becomes ful- 
ly operative, and that will take an 
estimated three years. 

“An unusual change made during 
George V’s time was the ending of 
self-government for Newfoundland and 
Labrador, which were returned to a 
crown colony status until euch time 
as they should again become self-sup- 
porting.”

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HEALTH TALKS

Many fine old medical traditions 
have been discarded since you and I 
were young, ggie. Medical acience 
has brought more accurate knowledge 
of the effects of alcohol on the body, 
through the development of methods 
of precision, which enable the inves- 
tigator to determine by actual meas- 
urement such things as rate of flow 
of the blood, force of heart beat, 
capillary flow, reflex action, surface 
temperature, rate of metabolism, 
amount of heat and amount of mus- 
cular energy uced by combustion 
of food or fuel. This scientific know]l- 
edge has compelled us to lay aside 
traditional medical beliefs erage | 


ej | the effects of alcohol on the body an 


accept the newer revelations. Such a 
revision of principles and practice is 
difficult for the old timer. 

. For instance, a distinguished author 
and teacher of therapeutics gave the 
physiological action of alcohol cor- 
rectly and scientifically, in his text- 
book, explaining that its dominant in- 
fluence is depressant, that if the dose 
is large enough to cause any appre- 
ciable change in the circulation, it is 
in the nature of depression rather 
than stimulation. Then with the in- 
consistency for which medicine is fa- 
mous the professor recommended al- 
cohol for fainting, snake-bite, surgical 
shock and heart failure. He might 
have been writing a novel for the 
woodpulps! I brooded over the mat- 
ter for a long time and finally took 
it up with the professor. With ad- 
mirable patience he pointed out that 
it is conceivable that alcohol acts as 
a stimulant on functions of which we 
know little, for example the ability of 
the body to resist infection. So— 

I filed the professor's letter in the 
chapter on alcohol in his textbook, and 
a transcript of the whole affair in the 
haw-haw section of my _ scrapbook. 
The haw-haw is no personal affront 
to the professor. I still think he is 
a fine teacher—I still regard his text- 
book.as the best on the subject. The 
joke .is the inconsistency of medicine. 

Sometimes I think it is a bit over- 
worked and in danger of becoming 
stale, as a joke. Yet when one stands 
off and views the thing impersonal- 
ly, it still seems funny. 

For instance, the recent masterly 
performance of the American Medical 
Association. An expert selected by 
this body told the dumb eggs in the 
A. M. A. that physicians should avoid 
-diathermy extirpation of tonsils as 
one would a mad dog—and in the next 
sentence admitted that this modern 
bloodless method is a boon for the 
patient handicapped by, say, a heart 
lesion which would make the stand- 
ard surgical tonsillectomy too risky. 
When doctors talk about mad dogs 
they are usually a bit erratic. The 
present regime of the A. M. A. is 
hard-boiled about it. Altogether a 
comical situation. ; 

One of the false conceptions of al- 
cohol formerly cherished by physicians 
and still current among laymen who 
like excuses for drinking, is that alco- 
hol aids digestion. By every actual, 
test, in test tube or in the stomach, 
alcohol retards or prevents digestion. 
But a person under the effects of a 
moderate dose imagines he can do 
anything better, even digest his food 
better, and that’s all there is to sup- 
port the notion that alcohol aids di- 
gestion. :

Perfect Number Sans Bug Appeal 
Cuts Small Figure in Atlanta 


Atlantans have been finding, if in- 
frequently, “perfect numbers” now for 
lo these many months when they are 


favored by the insect known as “the; 
bug,” and for that reason the an- 
nouncement, astounding elsewhere, 
that a Chicago mathematician had 
solved a problem which has baffled 
mathematicians since Euclid’s day— 
the finding of a perfect number of 
more than 19 digits—was met yester- 
day with raised eyebrows which clear- 
ly bespoke: “So what?” ‘ 

The same pronouncement when it 
got around to professorial circles was 
met with an apathy bordering on the 
cold shoulder. Possibly the distin- 
guished savants themselves have fig- 
ured on the numbers—for academic 
reasons, not mercenary gain. 

A perfect number, it may be. ex- 
plained, is one that is equal to the 
sum of its divisors. For example, 
28 is the sum of 1, 2, 4, 7 and 14, 
all of which maybe divided into it. 

But when Dr. Samuel I. Krieger, 
the Chicago mathematician, laid down 
his pencil yesterday and claimed he 
had arrived at a perfect number con- 
taining 155 digits, Atlanta’s college 
mathematicians merely emitted a pro- 
fessional equivalent to “So what?’ 

Five Years on Problem. 

Dr. Krieger declared it took him 
17 hours to work out the problem and 
five years to prove it correct. ‘The 
formula for the perfect number of 155 
digits is two to the 513th power mi- 
nus two to the 246th power, and here 
is the number: 26, 815, 615, 859, 385, 
194, 199, 148. 049, 996. 411, 692, 254, 
958, 731, 641, 184. 786. 755. 447, 
122. 887, 443, 528, 060, 146, 978, 161, 
514. 511, 280, 138, 383, 284, 395, 055, 


853, 682, 308, 859, 384. 882, 528, 256.

“Tt has no practical value,” he de- 
clared, “and falls in the eategory of 
puzzles. But you might call Dr. R. 
A. Hefner, a professor of mathematics 
here at Tech. He is sometimes inter- 
ested in such things.” 

Just Another Number. 

Dr. Hefner could not be immediately 
obtained, so Dean Floyd Field, also 
of Georgia Tech, was queried next. 
Dean Field was finally cornered in 
the Tech athletic office, but the chase 
was of n avail, as fas as arousing 
an. excited interest was concerned. 

“It’s just one of those things,” was 
the essence of his comment. 

A flyer was taken to Emory UWni- 
versity, where Dr. J. F. Messick holds 
sway with matematics and astronomy. 
ane Messick was apologetic but can- 

id. 

“T’m sorry,” he declared, “but I just 
can’t become aroused over a perfect 
number. Finding one of so many 
digits is quite a feat, I suppose, but 
I'll take my puzzles in the form. of 
astronomical calculations and varia- 
tions. There’s a Dr. Hefner, at Geor- 
gia Tech, however—” 

The Search Is On. 

Clearly, the. thing to be done wae 
to locate Dr. Hefner at all cost and 
rescue Dr. Krieger's pencil and per 
high-hurdles from complete snubbery 
in Atlanta. 

He was finally found. 

“Well, it’s all right. as a puzzle,” 
he began. “And I like puzzles, but 
the perfect number variety never ap- 
pealed to me very greatly.” 

That was about all. 

But Dr. Krieger still has hie per- 
fect number, and a good one, too, we 
take it. Chicago may go into a bit 
of dither about it, but Atlantans, it

To Be Shown Drivers by. Machine 


How quickly can you stop? 

‘When you drive-your car at 50 
miles an hour and have to stop sud- 
denly, what distance will you require 
to’ bring your car to a safe halt? 

These questions will be answered 
next Monday and Tuesday by a spe- 
cial apparatus brought here by the 
Atlanta Motor Club, in co-operation 
with Loew's Grand theater, the 
Johns-Manville safety school and the 
Atlanta police department, according 
to Jack Strouss, secretary of the At- 
lanta Motor Club. 

The safety school apparatus, now 
on a national tour, measures the time 
it takes a driver to get his foot on 
the brakes from the moment he sees 
a signal, such as a traffic light, a 
pedestrian or another aptomobile in 
his path. 
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This time is translated into lineal 
feet, which, added to the number of 
feet required to stop an automobile 
at various speeds, gives the total num- 
ber of feet required’ to stop under or- 
dinary conditions with good brakes. 

“It is this reaction time which can 
be held accountable for many acci- 
dents,” Mr. Strouss declared. “The 
average driver may not realize that 
he doesn’t start putting on brakes the 
very instant he sees a necessity to 
stop and that the car continues trav- 
eling during this time. There may be 
many times when a few feet might 
mean the difference between life and 
death. 

“The apparatus, called the reacto- 
meter, also shows that drivers can 
stop much more quickly at lower 
speeds, Mr. Strouss asserted. “For 
instance, at a speed of 50 miles an 
hour, four and a half times the dis- 
tance is required to stop as is needed 
at 20 miles an hour, although the 
speed of the automobile is two and 
a half times as great.” 

»The safety school, housed on a 
truck-tractor and trailer, carries a 
message of the nécessity of safety in 
the form of large placards showing 
that careless driving is more deadly 
than war. During the 18 months the

the wheel” of the apparatus simulat- 
ing automobile driving and demon- 
strate quick thinking ability and re- 
action speed,

I sat West and was decidedly 
tempted to double the final contract, 
but restrained myself with, the con- 
viction that the: hand must be of a 
“freakish” nature. 

The club king was my opening 
lead. When I saw the dummy I was 
both disappointed and relieved. Dis- 
appointed in that it looked like a 
tough job to defeat the contract; re- 
lieved that I hadn’t walked into a 
redouble. Of course, I couldn't real- 
ize that with South’s n6ne-too-robust 
four-card trump suit he had a tortu- 
ous road to follow. After the club 
king I shifted to the king of dia- 
monds. South won the ace and ruffed 
a diamond with a low trump ip 
dummy. When I followed with the 
six to this trick, South “placed” me 
with the Q 10 remainder. My first 
overcall .and opening lead. evidence 
of at least three clubs, together with 
the count of four diamonds in my 
hand, satisfied Albarran that I had, 
at most, one spade, and since he des- 
perately needed entries to his own 
hand, and also since the percentages 
favored the play. he finessed the nine 
of trump on the next lead from 
dummy. .When it held he ruffed an- 
other diamond with the king of 
spades, while East discarded a heart. 
A second trump lead was wor by his 
ten spot. And then he made the 
really brilliant play of the hand. He 
led a low diamond and, when I 
played the queen, he allowed me to 
hold the trick! 

East discarded his last heart, but 
I now was helpless. If I led the 
ace of clubs, dummy would ruff, de- 
clarer return to his own handé& by 
trumping a heart, pick up West's 
last spade, and win the balance of 
the tricks with two good diamonds 
and the queen of clubs. If I under- 
led the club South would let it ride 
to his queen, ruff his last club in 
dummy, and proceed as before. If 
I led the ace of hearts South would 
ruff and lead his good diamonds, al- 
lowing East to trump. Dummy’s last 
trump is used to ruff a club, and 
South’s last club is discarded on the 
king of hearts. 

Actually I led the jack of hearts, 
dummy played the king, East ruffed, 
and South overruffed. South then 
cashed two diamonds and trumped. g 
club, conceding the last trick to west. 

Note what happens if South trumps 
that fourth round of diamonds. East 
overtrumps. returns the jack of 
elubs, and the two club tricke set 
the hand immediately. Albarran’s
